POTATO CROP 


Joseph Heirman Makes 


2nd Inspection, South 


County Dry 


Briefly Told 


A potato crop iii good condition, 
except for dryness in the south­ 
ern part of Delta county was re­ 
ported Saturday by Joseph Hetr- 
man, Delta County 
Ag' icultural 
agent. M r Heirman has just com­ 
pleted his second inspection of po­ 
tatoes this summer. 
Due to Jack of rain in the low er 
part of the county, evidence cl 
blight was found in neatly every 
field. In consideration of this the 
following 
pointers 
are 
offered 
farmers to insure a good crop of 
certified seed potatoes. 
Spray potatoes thoroughly every 
week 
with 
copper 
and 
DDT. 
(Weather 
conditions 
have 
been 
favorable for spread of blight). 
Vines should be killed IO days 
or more before digging, ii 
frost 
has 
not 
done so in advance of J 
harvest season. 
Green or partly 
green vines at harevst time may j 
result in blight rot in storage and J 
increase loss due to mechanical 
injury. 
Because 
the 
1947 
crop 
was 
planted 
late, 
the 
potatoes this 
year are apt to be immature and 
easily 
bruised. 
Therefore 
the 
greatest care should be taken to 
avoid 
mechanical 
injury. Ring 
rot infection can be prevented by 
disinfecting all harvesting, storing 
and grading equipment. 
Storage 
should be disinfected two weeks 
in advance of harvest.

Washington — Before you make your 
stew, you must first catch

That is an ancient bit of advice that poli­ 
ticians too often conveniently ignore. 
With a great fanfare of publicity, Attor­ 
ney General Tom C. Clark has announced 
a campaign of 
criminal 
prosecution against those 
who conspire to increase 
the price of food, cloth­ 
ing and shelter. 
He has 
captured 
the

but whether he will cap­ 
ture anything more sub­ 
stantial is a question. 
Clark in particular has 
a habit of advertising his 
stew before he has even 
begun to chase the rabbit 
through the tall grass. He 
makes many speches and 
is 
frequently

deeds. 
In cynical Washington the com­ 
mon explanation for this behavior is that 
Clark wants to be the 
vice-presidential 
candidate on the Democratic ticket

year.
